BLAMES THE 


POLITICIANS

Gen. Ludendorff has written 
third book since the war and 
about to be published in Berlin. In 
his first book, “War Memories,” he 
explained the defeat of the Germans 
as due to their politicians. In his 
second, “Documents of the High Com- 
mand,” he amplifies this attack and 
made excuses for himself, for Hinden- 
burg and for the German army. “In 
his third, “War Leadership and Poli- 
ties,” he repeats what he has already 
said. In fact, the failure of the Ber- 
lin Government has become a fixed 
idea with Ludendorff. He remains 
exactly where he was when the war 
ended, or even where he was before 
the end came. He has learned noth- 
ing of military value from it. All he 
has learned is a deep distrust of Ger- 
man politicians and a conviction that 
the trouble with Germany has not 
been too much Prussianism, but not 
enough, 


Belittles the Allies 


He has nothing but semi-curses for 
the Allies and their theories of gov- 
ernment. He has no ungrudging good 
word for any of their leaders except 
the Grand Duke cholas, whom he 
admits to have been a soldier of the 
first rank. Germany was not beaten 
through the superior fighting power 
of the Allies, or superior generalship: 
not even because of regrettable Ger- 
man lapses from military genius. The 
fighting, apparently, had nothing to 
do with the war and might as well 
have been carried on in Mars, The 
whole blame for defeat rests upon the 
German Government, headed by Beth- 


mann Hollweg. He denounces it as 
un international, pacifist, defeatist 
cutfit. It failed fatally when it did 


not pass over the whole management 
of German affairs at home and at the 
front into the hands of Ludendorff. 
This, according to a review in the 
New York Times by T. R. Ybarra, is 
the whole burden of the book weari- 
somely repeated. Now and then, how 
ever, Ludendorff lapses and admits, 
perhaps unconsciously, that the Ger- 
man army was beaten. Then he 
stimes his tirade,

An Unexpected Disaster 


For example, speaking of the suc- 
cess of the German offensive in 
March, 1918, he enthusiastically 
praises the German officers and men 
Even as late as July he is’ full 
gratulations over the extrication of 
the armies from the pocket along the 
Marne. Up to that time, apparently, 
the machinations of the Berlin poli 
ticians had small effect. But when he 
comes to describe the events of Aug- 
ust 8, when the British forces smash- 
ed the German lines, and after he has 
admitted that the defeat was wholly 
unexpected, he turns savagely upon 
the Berlin Government and declare 
that this disaster was due wholly to 
the anti-war agitation by Social 
Democrats and others among thé 
soldiers. In other words, so long as 
Germany was winning or seemed to 
be winning or was at least foiling 
the efforts of the Allies to extermin- 
ate the German armies, anti-war 
agitation either did not exist or it had 
little effect. When, however, defeats 
occurred and further defeats loomed 
the anti-war agitation in Germany in- 
creased. It is much as we suspected 
at the time.

Urged U-Boat Savagery 

He makes the admission that there 
came a time when he saw that the 
war could not be won by the German 
army alone. This change in his epin- 
ions must have occurred before the 
United States entered the war for 
he and the other military chieftains 
united with Tirpitz to urge the Ber- 
lin Government to carry on unre- 
stricted U-boat warfare. The fact 
that it surely would result in draw- 
ing the United States into the 
struggle did not deter him. He be- 
lieved the United States would have 
come in anyway, for he asserts that 
her actions were unfriendly from the 
beginning. So, concluding that the 
war could only be won with submar- 
ine help, and counting the United 
States as a certain enemy in any ev- 
ent, he called for savage and unre- 
stricted warfare. As we know, the 
U-boat warfare was carried on with 
out restrictions of any kind save those 
imposed by the naval forces of the 
Allies for two years. Ludendorff. ap- 
parently, is of the opinion that it was 
not begun in time. He would have be- 
gun the war with naval as with mili- 
tary frightfulness. 


Paging the Hohenzollerns 


Hig complaints that the German’na- 
tion did not enthusiastically back up 


the army are hard to understand, If 
ever there was a nation controlled 
and conducted along military lines 


in wartime surely it was the German 
nation; but so far as one can gather 
from the review there something 
in Ludendorff’s mind which he does 
Perhaps he has in view

MODERN BANDIT ROB 
BY THE TRUCK LOAD 


Apart from the crime incidental to 
the iHegal selling and smuggling of 
whiskey, there has been no such crim- 
inal development in the past few years 
as that of silk robberies. In New 
York the total value of the silk stole: 
in the past half-dozen years has prob- 
ably been almost as gre as the 
value of the stolen automobiles, and 
there is the difference that, whereas 
nine out of every ten stolen automo- 
biles are filched without the aid of 
violence, the silk robbers are verit- 
able bandits, killing if necessary to 
get their loot. In fact, the conditions 
that have prevailed in and about New 
York, since the war sent the price 
of silk rocketing, have been much the 
same as conditions that used to men- 
ace the merchants in Mesopotamia 
hundreds of years ago, and which 
made Dakota notorious forty or fifty 
years ago. The road agent has now 
established himself where population 
isidensest, not where it is most sparse.

Favorite Booty 


Silk has always been a_ favorite 
booty with the robber. It is valu- 
able; it occupies little space, and it 
is easily disposed of and hard to 
identify. There are many — silk 
mills in New Jersey and Pennsylvon 
ia towns, and their product is nearly 
all sent to New York. Formerly it 
was sent by train, but the robberies 
were so frequent—whole cars beng 
looted at one time—that the insur- 
ance became almost prohibitive, and 
the Silk Association decided to trans- 
port the valuable cargoes by motor 
truck. The crooks, who as receivers 
or robbers had been preying on the 
industry, knew when the first truck- 
load started out, and for a time the 
robberies were more numerous than 
ever. Sometimes the truck would 
leave at a point 200 miles from New 
York and proceed along country roads 
Obviously there were scores of spot: 
suitable for a hold-up and hold-ups

Armed Convoys

@euards with their trucks. The 
bandits responded by shooting the

Nowadays the trucks go in a verit- 
able caravan, a dozen or a of 
them together. In front is an armor- 
ed car containing guards with rifles 
or shotguns on their knees, and in the 
rear is a similar armed car, So far 
no successful attempt has been made 
te attack this convoy. But the rob- 
beries have not stonned, The hendite 
have merely altered their plan of 
campaign. Instead of attacking the 
trucks on the country roads, thev 
wait until they have reached New 
York City and have separa’ed, con- 
fident in the protection of the police 
They sometimes wait at the ferry 
slip, and when a spotted truck lum- 
bers aboard, three or four bandit: fol- 
low it ac ; the ganeplank.

BRITISH PRESS AGENT BEST 
AT WASHINGTON CONFERENCE 


Critics of Great Britain say that for 
generations her diplomacy has been 
the best in the world. The Germans 
blame the alleged hypocrisy of Brit- 
ish diplomacy for reconciling the resi 
of, the world to her vast territorial 
expansions. In our own times Brit- 
ish diplomats seem to have little to 
learn as to the way of stating a case 
which shall make the best impression 
upon the public. This is not only 
wise; it is necessary, for a diploma 
stroke that has not public approval is 
likely to be repudiated. In the Wash- 
ington conference, where it is expect- 
ed open covenants will be more or less 
openly arrived at, and where the eyes 
of the world rest upon the diplomats, 
it is vital that when a cg@se is pre- 
sented the point of view of the na 
tion that presents it shall be thor 
oughly understood by the vast out- 
side audience, and especially by the 
people of the United States. Brit 
ain recognizes this fact and has ap- 
pointed a specialist in publicity to 
attend to it. 


Lord Riddell’s Position 


This expert is Lord Riddell, owner 
of the News of the World, a weekly 
with a circulation of 3,500,900. He is 
admittedly one of the shrewdest news 
papermen in the world, and a press 
agent without a peer in Washington. 
His position there is a peculiar one. 
He is not the official representative 
of the British Government. He is not 
u liaison officer as he was between 
the delegates and the British press at 
Paris. He is in the United States at 
the behest of the Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association of England. He 
does no writing either for his own 
paper or for the association. He 
simply talks to the newspaper cor- 
respondents at Washington twice a 
day, once to the men working for the

Dip the cotton swabed end of the 
orange wood stick into the solution 
Run it quickly round the cuticle at 
the base of each nail. Then take your 
cuticle pusher and bear down with 
quick movements, so as to push the 
superflous flesh back as far as pos- 
sible. 

Gradually this cuticle will fade 
away and a little daily massage will 
push the skin down to reveal the half- 
moon at the base of the nail. 

At the and bottom of each 
nail a little nourishing cream may 
then be applied. It will tend to soften 
any hard hangnails in their formation 
ond nourish the skin to avoid dryness.

Economy in Laundering 


(By Loretto C. Lynch.) 


The unthinking often heap unjust 
criticism upon women of small in 
come who indulge in silk lingerie. Yet 
the working woman is no 
nearly so given to rash extravagance 
as the critics would have us believe. 
Women buy silk things for one reason 
because they are easy to launder. 

A girl who must do her own light 
housekeeping asks me to help her in 
her laundry probelm. What shall she 
buy? How shall she go about laun 
dering some of the things that go to 
make up her scant little wardrobe so 
that she may appear neat and clean? 

She tells there is running water in 
her room and the luxury of electric 
current. To this girl I'd say, “Buy one 
of those grass and bamboo shirtwaist 
boxes in which to keep your laundry 
equipment when not in use. Obtain 
an ironing board that may easily fit 
Cover the board with 
several thicknesses of heavy mater- 
ial and then carefully stretch over it 
a piece of strong muslin.” 

Obtain a gallon cook pot with cover 
to be used when you must boil your 
laundry, and, of course, use it for 
rothing else. If a gallon size is too 
large, a smaller one will do. 

A box of soap flakes or a jar of soap 
jelly made by dissolving a bar of 
anv good white soap in a quart of 
boiling water should be among the 
laundry equipment, At least five

Cotton may be boiled after it is} 
thoroughly washed in water to which | 
a few soap flakes or a litle soap jelly | 
has been added. It is not advisable to | 
boil silk lingerie. However, for sani- | 
tary reasons, silk should be soaked | 
in a solution of boracie acid before | 
it is washed. An hour or more of 
soaking should be allowed for. 

Handkerchiefs, whether of silk or | 
cotton, should be soaked in a strong 
solution of boracie acid before being 
laundered. 

Where it is possible, dry in the open | 
air. Where it is not possible, wring 
cut as much water as possible and 
then wrap the article in a thick Turk- 
ish towel. Press and then hang over 
the back of a chair by the open win- 
dow if the weather is clear, so that as | 
much fresh air as possible may flow | 
through the garment. 

So many young women are wearing 
the pretty lace and net vests and| 
collar and cuff sets that a word here 
concerning the laundering of them 
may not be out of place. The hand- 
made blouse of soft handkerchief 
linen also has the habit of either be- 
ing too stiff when starch is used or is 
not stiff enough when no starch is 
used, 

After washing these articles with 
the soap solution and thoroughly rins- 
ing , a little bit of well stirred in 
blueing may be added to the last wa 
ter, A white bow] is best to use in 
preparing the blue water. To give 
stiffness so desirable in new bite of 
net anl lace and fine shirtwaists add 
a level tablespoonful of borax—NOT 
boracie acid—to the blueing water. 
When you iron these things so dear to 
‘he heart of every woman you will be 
lelighted with the crispness the art- 
icle will assume.

Professor Branly, the inventor of 
the original “coherer” which epnared 
wireless telegraphy possible, was !ate- 

asked in Paris for his opinion of 
| the alleged survival of the dead in the 
form of spirits who are capable of 
communicating with the living, He 
replied, in effect, that he had no ob 
jection to believing in such a thine 
provided that its truth was proved, 
but so far he had seen no proof. 

This was not because he had _ ot 

looked into the subject, for he had 
attended many seances, and had had 
all kinds of “spiritist’” and othe 
strange phenomena presented to his 
attention, including alleged photo 
graphs, but in no case had the neces- 
y proofs been furnished. Refer 
ring to the well-known experiments 
of the “Institut Metaphysique,” which 
are independent of the _ spiritist 
theory, he said they lacked scientific 
method. 


“Take note that I do not deny tire 
possibility of these phenomena, It

The key to the subject, according to 
Professor Branly, is to be found in 
this matter of “control,” by which is 
meant a scientific supervision enabl- 
ing every phase and detail of a chen- 
omenon to be openly and clearly 
watched and studied. The position 
that he thus takes is unassailable, As 
long as there is concealment, shuffl 
ng, and appeais to blind credulity, on 
the part of those who give such ex- 
hibitions of supranorm: phe nomena, 
there can be no genuine inves tiatic ya 

That which invalidates the testi- 
mony of persons who believe them 
selves to have been witnesses of sup 
ernatural wonders is that they can 
not offer verifiable facts for examina 
tion, but only their belief that the 
supposed facts are so, If those facts 
were of an ordinary nature, such as 
anybody might encounter any day, 
then testimony of this kind might be) 
ecceptable; but it is very different 
when the question is as to the reality 
of the facts themselves, for that can 
only be established by the strictest 
criticism of the methods of observa- 
tion employed by the witness. 

If a man says he saw a white horse 
in a field, we do not need to consider! 
in weighing his testimony, the possi- 
bility of illusion, for white horses are 
real objects occasionally seen by ev- 
erybody. But if the same man say.| 
he saw a ghost in a room, the possi- 
bility of illusion is the very first thing 
that we have to dispose of, for ghosts 
are not real objects seen by every- 
body. | 

Here is where scientific control 
comes,in. That control should be ex-| 
ercised by the observer himself, if his 
testimony is to possess any valu 
whatever. People are continually go | 
ing astray in their observation of the 
commonest of real phenomena; how 
extremely likely, then, that thev 
should go astray in the observation of 
suspected phenomena which, accord- 
ing to general human experience, or 
to scientific laws, have no existence. | 

A case very much in point has lately 
come to my attention. Some one 
wrote me that he had seen a star be- 
tween the “horns” of the new moon. 
He sent me a drawing of the alleged 
appearance, and in the drawing the 
star was placed far within the line 
connecting the points of the crescent 
moon, and in a position which it could 
not possibly occupy without shining 
directly through the centre of the 
moon’s globe. 
| I wrote an explanation 6# the phgno 
menon, pointing out the true geo- 
metrical relations of the objects con- 
cerned, and lo! in reply to that comes 
a letter from another person, affirm 
ing, with absoluteness, that he has 
seen a star inside the crescent figure 
of the moon, and supporting the 

statement with a drawing similar to 
the one received before, 

Now, there can be no question of 
the entire sincerity of these persons 
in their statements as to what they 
believe they have seen. They may | 
even resent the suggestion of illusion. |

ception arose from the very cause 
which Professor Branly has cited as 
responsible for the illusions of the, 
“spiritists” and other seers of mys-!

trol,” i.e., of close and continual criti 
cal observation, including, in such a 
case, strict criticism of the
